LUB  MEMBER  ADRIAN  ABBOT 
HOOTS  FOR  AUSTRALIA 


On  June  21st,  the  Australian  Match  Rifle  Team  left  Australia  for  its 
first  overseas  tour  to  Great  Britain,  the  home  of  match  rifle 
shooting.  Amongst  the  crack  shots  was  Tattersall’s  member  Adrian 
Abbot  who  had  an  excellent  tour. 


We  asked  Adrian  who  began  shooting  at  Scott  College  in  1962 
and  became  a  member  of  the  NSW  Match  Rifle  team  in  2000  to 
write  a  report  of  his  trip,  so  here  It  is  in  Adrian’s  words: 


“It  was  a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  selected  in  the  Australian  Mach 
Rifle  Team  on  its  tour  of  Great  Britain.  Match  rifle  shooting  started 
as  a  sport  in  England  in  the  1860s  and  has  only  recently  been 
taken  up  by  other  Commonwealth  countries.  The  team  had  three 
matches.  The  first  against  Scotland  at  a  magnificent  location  in  the 
Highlands  at  Blair  Athol.  The  range  is  unique  in  the  world  as  it  is 
on  the  side  of  a  mountain  and  you  shoot  across  valleys  which 
make  gauging  wind  difficult.  Unfortunately  the  Australian  team  lost 
to  the  Scots  by  15  points  in  some  2,500  but  I  was  pleased  to  say  I 
was  the  2nd  highest  scorer  for  Australia  and  the  5th  highest  scorer 
out  of  the  two  teams  of  24  shooters. 


Our  first  match  in  England  was  to  shoot  alongside  England, 
Scotland,  Ireland  and  Wales  in  the  Elcho  Shield  which  has  been 


continuously  contested  since  1862.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  top 
score  for  Australia  in  that  competition  and  I  had  the  highest  score 
at  1 ,200  yards  of  any  shooter  in  all  teams.  Personally  that  was  my 
greatest  buzz.  The  final  match  was  against  Great  Britain  which 
effectively  combines  the  best  long  distance  shooters  in  the  world. 
Sadly  again,  Australia  lost  by  the  narrowest  of  margins,  although 
after  the  1,000  and  1,100  yard  matches,  Australia  was  level  with 
Great  Britain.  They  only  beat  us  In  impossible  wind  conditions  at 
1 ,200  yards. 

Let’s  hope  in  3  or  4  years’  time  Australia  knocks  the  Poms  over!

Where  did  you  spend  your  early  years? 

“I  was  born  in  in  Bloemfontein,  South 
Africa.  We  came  to  Australia  when  I  was 
seven  in  1 978  and  our  relatives  thought  we 
were  mad  -  ten  years  later,  they  were 
wishing  they’d  come  themselves.”

“I  always  wanted  to  be  a  solicitor  and  I  went 
Into  McClellands  -  sweeping  the  floor  and 
making  the  coffee!  They  were  very  good  to 
me  but  now  I  do  litigation  in  personal  injury 
at  RW.  Turk  and  Associates  where  I  have  a 
very  understanding  and  long-suffering 
supervisor  and  (Tatt’s  member)  Graham 
White.” 

Can  compassion  exist  on  the  Insurer’s 
side  in  litigation? 

“It  does.  I’ve  got  a  very  good  client  In  the 
NRMA  -  very  sensible,  very  reasonable.

entitlements  and  although  our  job  is  to 
minimise  our  client’s  liability,  we  have  to  be 
reasonable  about  it  in  order  to  protect  the 
Insurer’s  long-term  interests.  Probably  only 
about  5%  of  cases  actually  run  in  the  court, 
the  rest  are  settled.” 

Are  you  married? 

“I  sure  am.  I  met  my  wife  Christy  when  she 
was  thirteen  and  I  was  fifteen.  Christy 
trains  at  the  Institute  of  Sport  in  discus. 
She’s  ranked  third  in  Australia  and  an 
outside  chance  for  the  Goodwill  Games  - 
she’s  just  won  the  Nationals  in  Singapore. 
We’re  hoping  for  the  Athens  Olympics  and 
the  Commonwealth  Games  in  Manchester 
next  year.  At  5’1 1  ”  and  fast  and  fit.  she’s  not 
your  typical  thrower’s  build,  but  she  can 
bench  press  about  90ks.  -  you  don’t  mess 
with  Christy.  What’s  more,  she’s  a  redhead!” 


What  are  your  interests/  passions/ 
current  sports? 

“Photography  by  love.  Last  year  I  won  the 
Amateur  section  of  the  Athletics  Australia 
Media  Awards.  I’m  also  into  cabinet 
making.  I’ve  made  display  cabinets,  book 
cases,  antique  restoration...  I  spend  my  life 
collecting  old  timber,  old  glass  and  old 
furniture. 

Sports  wise,  I’m  doing  discus  and  shot  put 
and  made  the  National  semis  in  the  shot  - 
Christy’s  my  coach.  In  swimming,  there’s 
the  ocean  swims  like  Bondi  and  Palm 
Beach,  mainly  through  Tatt’s.  We  race  In 
the  club  pool  during  the  week  and  a  team 
of  us  are  off  to  Hawaii  to  represent 
Tattersall’s  in  the  relay  across  the  Maui 
channel  from  Lanai  to  Kaanapali  Beach.

I  dropped  40  kilos  - 
probably  too  light,  so  I’m  a  little  heavier 
now. 

I’m  too  big  to  be  a  runner,  but  I  did  the  City 
to  Surf  in  61  minutes  and  my  swim  times 
are  now  faster  than  ever  ..  my  hundred 
metres  is  around  57  seconds.”

“Within  the  club,  Harry  Turner  is 
inspirational.  Outside,  it’s  Ian  Thorpe.  We 
swam  with  him  last  year.  He  was  only 
seventeen,  yet  amazingly  mature.”

After 
work,  it’s  ride  home  and  either  a  run  or 
another  gym  session.”
